BRVAN AT HOME. 


Democratic Nominee. It Given m Homing 


Reception at l4ucolu. 


LINCOLN, i\t-b , July IS.—Amidst an 


nprfnir of booming cannon, peaH-ig 
church bells, screaming steam whistl« 
and the shouts of 30,00<> people, \Vil- 
liam J. Bryan, the Democratic nomineu 
for jiresident, entered the capital city of 
Nebraska Friday evening. It was an 
evation the like of which the people of 
this part of the country never before 
witnessed. 


The mayor of the city, the city coun- 


cil and distinguished citizens of every 
political belief were at the train. There 
were bands of music, men carrying 
banners with mottoes complimentary 
to the Democratic deader, and flags and 
bunting hung from the fronts of busi- 
ness houses and dwellings. 


All day long excursion trains havo 


been bringing iu people from the sur- 
rounding country, and the whole town 
is in a tunuoil"of enthusiastic delight. 
From the time Mr. Bryan and his fami- 
ly left Kansas City until they reached 
home there was a continuous ovation. 


At Kansas City Judge O. M. Spencer, 


general counsel for the Burlington 
road, had his private car attached to 
the train. He was accompanied by his 
wife and u bright baby boy. As sooti 
as Mr. Bryan and his family alighted 
from the train they were driven to their 
home, where friends had prepared a 
feast for them. 


The honse had been elaborately deco- 


rated with flags and bunting aiid the 
lawn was hung with eleotric lights. 
From their home they were driven 111 a 
carriage, escorted by Bryan marching 
clubs and military bands, to the State- 
house, whore they received citizens of 
the capital city. 


When the reception was over Mr. 


Bryan went to a platform erected at the 
north end of the statehonse. where he 
addressed what is said to have been the 
largest congregation of people ever as- 
semblod in Lincoln. His speech was 
snort, as thf re was a most unpleasant 
drizzling rain falling. There was no 
introductory speech. Mr. Bryan said

PHir,ADELPrriA. July IS.—A number 


of the leading Democrats of this city 
and adjoining counties who are op- 
posed to the nomination of Bryan and 
Scwall and the adoption of the Chicago 
platform met in the Bnllitt building, 
and after considerable discussion adopt- 
ed resolutions providing for a commit- 
tee of seven to outline plans. 


The sentiment of the meeting was in 


opposition to a third ticket as jeopardiz- 
ing the chances of McKinley and Ho- 
burt in several states. 


Mr. Siugerly stated that he had been 


in consultation wita a number of prom- 
inent Republicans, when the present 
condition of affairs was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and every possible remedy sug- 
gested. Thsse men had urged that, the 
gold standard Democrats should sup- 
port the Republican ticket. In this 
connection he proposed a deal whereby 
those of the Democratic party favoring 
a gold standard could vote for the Re- 
publican nominee and at the same time 
insure added support for the state ticket. 


This was to be accomplished by hav-

BACON, BREAD AND SOUP. 


Government . Board Xtecides on "Ksaer- 


ffeuey Rations" For Soldier*. 


Hard bread, bacon and compressed 


soup will probably compose the "emer- 
gency ration" about to be adopted by 
the war department Some time ago it 
was decided by the secretary of war to 
make a practical examination of all 
goods in order to discover the best ration 
for soldiers on a forced march. A board 
was appointed, and after a thorengh ex- 
amination it recommends the menu 
given above. This recommendation has 
been approved by the assistant secretary 
of war. It is now being considered by 
Secretary Laniont 


In the long list of foods considered 


by the board oatmeal bread, bread made 
from whole wheat, pemmicans or meat 
paste, corned beef, smoked beef and 
canned cooked beef were found espe- 
cially nutritious, but all had to stand 
aside for bread, bacoa auu soup. The 
board also recommended coffee as a part 
of an emergency ration. It suggested 
that tea, when called for, may be sub- 
stituted for cofiee. 


The board considered the efforts at 


concentration of coffee to be practically 
failures, declairng the solid extracts to 
have taste of coffee, while the fluid ex- 
tracts have more flavor of chicory than 
of coffee. 
The weight of one ration as 


recommended by this board is 33.18 
ounces. In dire emergency one-half tins 
amount daiiv would sustain life. 


Millions For Defence. 


Within ;v few weeks will be com- 


menced one of tho most gigantic opera- 
tions in tho history of the war depart- 
ment. 
Fortifications more powerful

A BIG SWORDFISH. 


A Giant of the Specie* and a Dwarf—J^ob-

First a largo rake of ico is put into a 
barrel and then the fish are placed 
around it on all sides, filling the barrel 
to the top. Over all is nailed jute or 
some coarse material to admit air. The 
lobsters arc then expressed to Chicago if 
desired.—New York Sun.

Tattooing by the Kaori Race. 


Major General Robley is the avthor 


of a singularly rarion.* book, "iloko; 
or, Mauri Tattooing." The New Zea- 
land war of 3bG4 6, in which the author 
served, pave him this opportunity of 
studying on the snot that now almost 
extinct art. Tho expression, a well i-his- 
selcd face, ineant one thing to a Chris 
tian sculptor mid another to a Maori 
decorator. The work contains niO5e 
than loO illustrations of designs and 
tattooed heads. Tin. re is no aeiiyiiif; the 
fact that the Maoris could appreciate 
the beauty of linns nml curves. Oco 
witiiossiiig the really striking examples 
of their architectural ornamentation 
exhibited in South Kensington cannot 
hot. regret that they did not work it\<« 
upon tlio human skin and moro upon 
sonic other material. In General Rob- 
ley's book, which is to be a 2 guinea 
quarto, beautifully printed, tlio history 
of tho art is sketched and the various 
processi-s explained. Tho second section 
of the book deals with preserved heads, 
miuiy of which, dating from 1770, aro 
kept iu Europe.an museums. It aecms 
there aw few, if any, such heads later 
than 1881, "when the traffic in Maori 
beads ceased. " An illustration entitled 
"Preserved Heads of Maori Warriors 
Arrayed In Robos n«d Displayed by 
Their Conquerors" is singularly life- 
ike. It betrays at least a rudimentary 
lense of statuesque drapery.—London 
News.

What would be the result of the 


free coinage or. silver:"' said "A de- 
preciated currency, of course." If 
the law makes bath gold and sllvc r 
full legal tender money, how could 
either be depreciated for use any 
where in the 'United States? "The 
fiat of the government may fix the 
amount or component parts of a dol- 
lar, but it cannot establish its value 
of purchasing power." 
The pur- 


chasing power of a dollar under the 
present system is based upon the vol- 
ume of standard money of Europe 
and the United States, which Is gold. 
When silver is remonetized the pur- 
chasing power of a dollar will be 
based upon the total volume of the 
standard money of the world, includ- 
ing both gold and silver. "Our cur- 
rency is valuable now because It is 
based upon gold." Our silver dollars 
that we have now are valuable be- 
cause they are a full legal tender for 
all debts, except where not otherwise 
specified in a contract, and would 
have been paid out In place of gold 
If the last and present secretaries 
had done their duty. "If the mints 
be free to the world, silver would 
have no vilue higher than 50 cents 
on the dollar." This must mean for 
external purpose*, and that cold 
would go to a premium— as it could 
not go to a premium for internal me. 
Gold at a premium would be a great 
benefit to the United States, for the 
reason that whatever the premium 
is on gold, would be the increase of 
general'prices in this country on all 
commodities. 
"It is desirable to 


cave more silver, but the Chicago 
platform does not point out the way 
to get it." This may msan that he 
don't recognize it as maaaing any- 
thing, because it don't approve of his 
idea of subsidary coinage for all 
silver, which is now a legal tender 
for only 85,00 --No money that is 
debased or discredited can be of ad- 
vantage to the people, no matter how 
much it may inflate circulation " He 
must refer to all limited legal tender 
or credit money. In that case we 
fully agres with him, but 
don't 


believe the National banks will and 
ipeak out, but if he means sliver 
lollars when they are made a full 
legal tender, and sixteen times the

that gold and silver bnlliou brought to 
the mint should be received and coined 
for tbe benefit of the depositor. The 
coinage was free and unlimited, because 
any person might bring any quantity of 
gold or silver bullion of die standard 
degree of fineness to the mint and re- 
ceive for it gold or silver coins. Tbe 
only charges permitted were for refin- 
ing vhen'the bullion was below ttand- 
ard, for toughening when metals were 
contained in it which rendered it unfit 
for coinage, for copper used for alloy 
when introduced into the alloy for gold 
and for separating gold and silver when 
those metals enst together m the bul- 
lion. All of these charges relate to the 
conversion of bullion into the exact 
kind of bullion suitable for coinage-. 


By the act of Feb. 21, 1S53, the right 


of individuals to have silver coined in- 
to half dollars, quarter dollars, dimes 
and half dimes was> taken av, uy, the 
quantity of silver put into such coins 
was reduced, their unlimited leijal ten- 
der quality -was reduced to a limit of 


aud the government \veut into the 


ranking of them .is a business v hich 
was profitable bccanat, of the less quan- 
tity of silver put into them. The silver 
dollar was not mentioned iti this act. 
The public retained the full right to 
bring bullion to the mint and have it 
coined into standard siher dollars and 
the silver dollar retained its quality us 
an unlimited legal tender, which it 
holds to this day.
